ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A hydrophobic layer covers the cavity-side surface of the bottom 
electrode of the interferometric modulation pixel. Consequently, the 
5 hydrophobic layer prohibits the hydrophilic surface of the bottom electrode from 
the adsorption of water molecules, thereby preventing the top electrode from 
being pulled toward the bottom electrode when the interferometric modulation 
pixel is active. 
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
